W a s h in g t o n , December 2d.—President 
Cleveland’s annual message will be sent to 
both houses of CoDgress to-morrow im ­ 
m ediately upon the receipt of the- usual 
notification that they are ready to receive 
any com m unication he has to m ake. 
No 
delay is anticipated in the organization. 
It is more than probable that the reading 
of the message will consume the first legis­ 
lative day, as it is understood to be of u n ­ 
usual length. 
The report of the Secretary 
of the Treasury will not be sent to Con­ 
gress until Tuesday. 


THE FIRST WEEK OF CONGRESS. 
T he program m e for the week in the Sen­ 
ate will depend upon the result of the 
m eeting of the Committee on Finance, 
called for Tuesday m orning. 
If it ia then 
decided to take up the com m ittee’s revenue 
m easure and the Senate's substitute for the 
m ilitary bill, pending at the close of the 
last session, its consideration will preclude 
the possibility of another bill coming to the 
front until it ia disposed of. 
It ia the ex 
pressed desire of Senators M orrill, Allison 
and Sherm an to push the m easure to a 
vote, so it seems probable the bill will be 
taken up. 
If, by any possibility, the revenue bill 
should not come up, the probabilities, of 
course, of legislation are rather vague. The 
bills most likely to receive prom pt atten­ 
tion, with the least opposition, are those for 
the adm ission of N orth Dakota, M ontana, 
and 
W ashington 
Territories 
into 
the 
Union. 
The special order for Tnesday, at 2 
o'clock, is the U nion Pacific funding bill, 
popularly so-called. 
Tuesday and W ednesday in the H ouse 
will probably be devoted to the consider­ 
ation of bills on the calendar in w hat is 
called the “consideration m orning hour,'’ 
the privilege of calling up bills resting 
w ith the Committee on Indian Affairs, and 
the pending m easure being that for the 
settlem ent of claims of the Old Settler 
band of Indians. 
Thursday is the day fixed by Democratic 
caucus resolution for the consideration of 
the direct tax bill, but it is still a m atter of 
surm ise w hether or not the caucus pro­ 
gram m e will be adhered to.

W a s h in g t o n . December 2d.—The im pres­ 
sion is constantly gainingground th at Gen­ 
eral H arrison will give the Pacific coast a 
representative in his Cabinet. 
This belief 
is strengthened not by anything General 
Harrison has said, but rather from what he 
has not said. The President-elect has prob­ 
ably expressed him self w ith greater free­ 
dom to Senators Allison and Spooner than 
to any of the distinguished visitors who 
have called upon him at Indianapolis since 
his election. To neither of these gentle­ 
men has he said anything about the per­ 
sonnel of his Cabinet, but both arc of the 
opinion th at General H arrison w ill1 recog­ 
nize the Pacific slope in a m anner to grat­ 
ify the Republicans of th at section. Gen­ 
eral H arrison is not unm indful of the 
splendid battle fought by the Reoublicans 
in California, Oregon and Nevada, and of 
claims which the coast has to be repre­ 
sented in the next A dm inistration. 
The fight over New Y ork’s representa­ 
tion in the Cabinet is w axing so warm 
here that not a few Republican politicians 
are w illing to predict th at the Em pire 
State will have either two members of the 
Cabinet or none at all. 
Mr. Cleveland has 
kept two New Yorkers in his Cabinet— 
Mr. Fairchild and Mr. W hitney—but it is 
hardly to be presum ed that with the V ice­ 
President elect from New Y ork, General 
H atrisoti would give two Cabinet places to 
residents of that State. 
Ex-Senator Platt, backed by Vice-Presi­ 
dent-elect Morton and influential members 
of the Republican parly in New Y ork City, 
asks to be m ade Secretary of the Treasury. 
He requires General 
H arrison to turn 
down ex-Senator W arner Miller, who, as 
the-Republican candidate for Governor of 
New Y ork in the last election, sacrificed 
his personal wishes for the benefit of the 
Republican Electoral ticket. 
If Harrisou 
appoints Platt to a Cabinet office he will be 
denounced by M iller’s great personal fol­ 
lowing in the country districts in New 
York. 
If lie selects M iller in preference to 
Platt, the latters following in New York 
City will be up in arm s against the A dniin- 
m inistration. 
Senator Plum b, of Kansas, said to-day 
that he heard in New York yesterday that 
a strong opposition to Platt, headed by Cor­ 
nelius Bliss, was organizing in the Union 
League Club. 
California’s chances for a Cabinet posi­ 
tion after M arch 4th may depend very 
largely upon the settlem ent of this war in 
New York, as, if two m em bers ol the Cab­ 
inet are selected from the Em pire State, 
there will be one less position to be given 
the W est.

WILL HAVE A WHOLESOME EFFECT.

T H E H A L L S C A N D A L . 


T h e C z ir ’a i ' b n fo r P r e p a r in g W arsaw 
fo r A n y E m e rg e n c y . 
Lo ndo n, December 2d.—The Daily Tele­ 
graph's corresponden! at St. Petersburg says: 
“ The W ar Office is actively organized in a 
hoineogenous plan for defense in the event 
of war. 
The Governm ent has sanctioned 
the plan proposed by General Gourko to 
supply W arsaw w ith enough provisions for 
50,000 people. The rem aining 35,000, con­ 
sisting of Poles and Jews, will ba expelled 
from the city and left to their own devices, 
in the event of war. 
W ith this decision 
vanishes the Poles' last hope of reconcilia­ 
tion.” 


T h e C ost o f S in o k e la Lornluu. 
Professor C handler Roberts estim ates 
the weight of the smoke cloud which daily 
hangs over London at about fifty tons of 
solid carbon, and 250 tons of carbon in the 
form of hydrocarbon and carbonic-oxide 
gases. 
Calculated from the average result 
of tests made by the Smoke Abatement 
Committee, the value of coal wasted in 
smoke from domestic grates amounts, upon 
the annual consumption of five m illions of

NOT A HACE CONFLICT. 


On Saturday the R e c o rd - U n io s com­ 
mented extendedlv upon 
Mr. Grady’s 
speech at Atlanta, holding that gentleman 
to be mistaken in his fears of a race con­ 
flict, and that the Southern people who 
concur with him, confuse civil rights and 
social freedom. Now comesfieorge AV. Cable 
—him self a Southern citizen— in the Forum 
for December, and in a trenchant essay 
reponds to all of the many assaults by dis­ 
tinguished Southern essayists upon the 
proposition that the colored citizens in the 
South, as well as all other citizens, must 
lie given full enjoyment of all civil rights 
guaranteed by the Constitution and the 
laws, and protected in their free exercise. 
Mr. Cable’s chief points may be thus 
briefly stated: That there has been great 
progress made in the South in according 
civil rights to the blacks, and this itself 
proves further possibility, and points to 
ultimate, peaceful attainment of justice. 
That the South, without any loss to the 
integrity to the white race, accords to the 
negro that which twenty years ago it 
would have scorned to even consider. 
That enfranchisement was not to establish 
tire political supremacy ot the negro; the 
ballot was but an incident to the scheme 
of putting all race rule under foot, and es 
tablishing more firmly the government of 
the people, by the people, for the people. 
That the hysterical cry of race antagonism 
is but an unworthy fear, which is the top 
root of the whole question. 
That the 
question is, shall the 
colored 
citizen 
enjoy equally, and only equally with the 
white man, an American citizen’s public 
rights, decreed to him and essential to 
preservation of equal rights between the 
States. 
It is a question in which con­ 
science says “ must,” but fear says “ I 
can’t.” 
That the negro question in the 
law does not belong to the realm of pri­ 
vate society, which is outside the circle 
of his civil rights. 
That tiie question is 
not one on which the political parties can 
honestly divide. 
Must, he asks, the aver­ 
age caliber of the whole negro race in 
America equal that of the white, before 
any of the former shall be entitled to the 
civil and political standing decreed to all 
citizens? 
I>ocs the negro enjoy the im­ 
personal but individual consideration in 
the realm of civil rights, or is he subjected 
to merely class treatment? 
He puts this 
final question to the South : 
“ Do you, in 
your definition of civil right», include all 
a-id only the rights that go with one’s 
simple membership in the community, and 
do not depend on his personal id entity; 
and do you favor giving all citizens com­ 
mon enjoyment of equal rights ? ” 
It will be seen that the hinge upon 
which Mr. Cable’s whole argument turns 
is that the R e c o rd -U n io x has already 
pointed out as the pivot of the question, 
that the social conditions do not enter 
into it, and when dragged in are out of 
place so glaringly as to expose the fallacy 
of the arguments advanced by Mr. Colquitt 
and Mr. Eustis and Mr. Gradv that social 
integrity of the white race demands the 
political subjection of the colored voter. 
As Mr. Cable wisely puts it, their views 
belong to the hysterics of the question. 


CANADIAN ANNEXATION. 


That annexation 
of Canada to the 
United States should he, as it is, openly, 
loudly discussed in that country, is flatter­ 
ing to our vanity. 
It is a great sacrifice 
for any considerable portion of a people to 
make, to even debate the question of yield­ 
ing up the indejiendence of their State and 
submitting to absorption by another na­ 
tion. 
It is impossible to conceive of the 
pcopie of the United States, for instancé, 
ever calmly discussing a proposition to 
destroy their distinct political integrity in 
favor of amalgamation with auother politi­ 
cal system. 
Rut the annexation question 
in Canada has certainly reached the stage 
when it is conceded by the major portion 
of her people that it will be either that, 
closer union with England, or complete in- 
dejiendence. 
It looks very much as if England had 
made up its mind to part with Canada 
when the demand is made, without more 
than a protest in resistance, or else to ad­ 
mit her to full partnership. 
But what­ 
ever a portion of the Canadians may think 
of the idea of annexation, we on this side 
the line ought to be passive until we are 
asked to act. 
Any attempt to enkindle the 
spirit of annexation among our people 
w ill be very unwise. 
Those who wish 
annexation to come about, cannot more 
hurt their canse than by a show of solici­ 
tude concerning it. 
W e do not believe 
that the majority of the people of either 
the United States or Canada now desire 
the union to take place. 
If it is ever 
accomplished, however, the effort should 
all lie made on the side of Canada; she 
should come to our national door knocking 
for admission. 


If any entertain the idea that Canada 
can be purchased they should abandon it 
at once and utterly— England never sells 
territory—the idea of purchase is, there­ 
fore, nothing less than absurd. 
W hile it 
is very likely that Canada will effect a 
total separation from Great Britain, it is 
more likely that she will re-establish her­ 
self as a Republic than that she will ask 
to be made a part of the United States. 
To all practical intents Canada is an inde­ 
pendency now—the ,bond that holds ker 
to the mother country is scarcely more 
than nominal. 
She legislates for herself, 
and the Crown's approval, when needed, is 
rarely, if ever, withheld. 
She sets up a 
tariff barrier against the manufactures of 
England without rebuke, and closes the 
doors of her commerce against English 
trade so effectually that only payment of a 
protective 
duty enables 
it 
to 
break 
through. 
W e have believed that a union of inter­ 
ests commercial and productive will he of 
greater benefit to both the United ¡states 
and Canada than political absorption of 
the latter by the former. 
Y et it is not 
unlikely that should Canada ask admission 
to the Republic it will be granted, hut 
that she will do so we consider improb­ 
able, because Canada has within herself 
all the elements of nationality. 
Her ter­ 
ritory is vpry broad, rich in miners Is, pro­ 


ductive in soil, magnificently clad with 
timlter, «ad her people are prosperous and 
progressive, and the country is probably 
less disturbed by internal contention than 
any other upon this continent. 
Canada 
has ports and harbors, and a commercial 
importance of high character, and so in­ 
timately relately to tire commerce o f the 
United States that a commercial union on 
a basis of reciprocity has long had strong 
support in both countries. 
There is another phase of the question to 
be considered : the possibility of the pres­ 
ent colonial or federated relation of Can­ 
ada to Great Britain being changed by 
making the Dominion an integral part of 
the English nation, with representation in 
Parliament -and a direct voioe and partici­ 
pation in the administration of English 
afiairs. 
This is the Tory policy, and more 
(ikely to prevail, as it seems to us, than 
annexation to the_United States. 
Of the 
three possibilities in thecase— annexation, 
independence or closer Union with the 
Home Government— independence would 
ap|>ear to have the first place and annexa­ 
tion the last as least probable. 
Of one 
thing we may be assured, the present fee­ 


ble system in which Canada is half held to 
Great Britain will not continue long. 


I I r o n e k , the Chicago Anarchist, has 
been convicted of attem pting to destroy 
life and property, and of having deadly 
missiles in his possession for that purpose. 
The jury has sentenced him to twelve 
years' confinement in the State Prison. 
That means, with credits off— if he be­ 
haves himself—about nine years’ imprison­ 
ment. 
It cannot be said to be severe pun­ 
ishment. 
W e cannot interrupt free speech 
or break down its guarantees by gag law s; 
we cann >t prosecute the Anarchist teacher 
for entertaining and preaching his false 
doctrines; we can follow men with the law 
only for conspiracy to do criminal acts in­ 
volving the public peace, and for overt 
acts of a criminal character. 
But when 
the Anarchist is brought to bar and con­ 
victed, his punishment should be the 
severest permitted by the laws, and these 
should be so amended as to make the in­ 
fliction so feared that it will tend to deter 
others from entry upon anarchist crime, 
and will sound the protest of society against 
the schemes of these conspirators to over­ 
throw the system of free government, and 
upturn the foundations of the social life 
recognized and conserved hv our civiliza­ 
tion. 
IIronek will come out of the Joliet 
prison less than fifty years of age, and ripe 
lor exaltation by the Anarchists as a living 
martyr to a cause they hold to be sacred. 


T h e report of the naval commander of 
our war ship at Apia has been received at 
Washington. 
It confirms the entire story 
of German domineering and browbeating 
in Samoa, and the intriguing by German 
officials to oust the legitimate Government 
and substitute the pretender Tamesese for 
Malieota, the rightful ruler. 
But it does 
not confirm the rumor of a conflict having 
taken place. 
Up to the 4th of November 
no battle had occurred. 
The armies of 
the contending chiefs were .then ready for 
battle and a collision of arms was so much 
expected that the American and British 
officers had deemed it wise to designate 
the bounds of neutral territory so as to 
embrace the residences of all Europeans 
and Americans. 
This neutral ground, 
says Captain Leary, of the sloop-of-war 
Adams, will, by both English and Ameri­ 
can gunboats, be defended against any acts 
of war within its bounds by either party. 
It is significant that in this declaration the 
Germans are not mentioned. 
It is infera­ 
ble that they desire the success of Tamesese, 
as has been heretofore recited is their wish, 
and that they are careless as to the means 
taken to accomplish it. 


T h e death of H all M cAllister of San 
Francisco removes one of the ablest of the 
.members of the bar and a pioneer Califor­ 
nian, who lived to see the State rise from its 
swaddling clothes to giant strength and the 
greatness of one of the fairest and most 
progressive of the units of the Republic. 
Mr. M cAllister came of a line of distin­ 
guished lawyers who held important posi­ 
tions under the law department of the 
Government. 
By his untiring industry 
and his great abilities he fully maintained 
the high legal reputation of his line. 
H e 
added to the dignity, refinement and learn­ 
ing of his profession by his every-day 
practice. 
Such men build better than 
they know, their records remain as e x ­ 
amples to point the way and light the path 
of duty and possibility for the disciples of 
the law. 


T h e Cabinet makers and office fillers 
have learned a lesson already from Presi­ 
dent-elect Harrison. 
They are unable to 
draw from him any expression of comfort 
whatever. 
H e is certainly a man who 
knows how to keep his own counsel and is 
fully alive to the virtue of silence. 
This 
fact must have been deeply impressed upon 
the delegation of political leaders from 
Wisconsin, in the call upon General Har­ 
rison Saturday. One of them was indiscreet 
enough to say to the President-elect that 
if he proposed to select a Cabinet officer 
from the Badger State they would like to 
name a “ favorite son ” for his considera­ 
tion. 
The suggestion was received with a 
dead silence that put the delegation into a 
emharassing position, and its members re­ 
tired wishing sincerely that their spokes­ 
man had held his peace. 


D ia z for the third time lias assumed the 
Presidency of M exico. 
It is fortunate for 
the United States that so capable an ad­ 
ministrator is kept at the head of afiairs 
in the sister republic. 
H is announced 
friendliness to the United States is not less 
gratifying than his ability, conservatism, 
progressive spirit and his firm 
stand 
against the lawless and 
revolutionary* 
spirit that so affects the Mexicans.

of California. 
We have set out to bring 
the tourists here, and weare going to do it.’’ 
Central and Northern California, which 
have never been favored by Ihe tourfet 
and immigrant agencies, are this season 
receiving the benefit of per&isteut efforts in 
their behalf. 
The Union Pacific, seeing 
that it is to its advantage to assist in this 
developm ent,is doing more toward encour­ 
aging travel to the upper part of the State 
than it has ever done before. 
Last sum ­ 
mer it had two special traveling agents 
here looking over the field and becoming 
acquainted with our requirements in this 
line and the power of absorption which 
the northern and central counties possess 
when proper attention is directed to them. 
The investigation made by these gentlemen 
has given tire raiiroitd company and its ex­ 
cursion agents a far better knowledge of 
the right way to manage the immigrant 
and tourist traffic into these sections than 
they ever possessed 
before. 
Both the 
Union and the Southern Pacific Companies 
are lending their aid to every legitimate 
scherug for more fully populating the upper 
half of Caliiornia. 
Among these enter­ 
prises are several colonization schemes for 
the Sacramento valley. 
One of these is

Boston March 12ih, Chicago 14th, arrive 
here 18ih; leave Boston March 2 6 lli, Chi­ 
cago 28th, arrive here April 1st.

THAT CHINESE SCHOOL. 


A C o n cU e R e v ie w o f th e S itu a tio n b y R ev . 
-H r. F llb e n . 
E ds. R ecord-U nion : In connection w ith 
the request of Chinese residents of th e city 
and others, for separate school accom m oda­ 
tions for Chinese pupils, now pending be­ 
fore the Board of Education of this citv, 
perm it a few words. 
The spirit to ignore 
this request, th at seems to obtaiu, is to m e 
unaccountable from these facts : 
The legal 
right of Chinese children to school privi 
leges is unquestioned uDder our law; and 
their further right to these accom m oda­ 
tions in a separate school, whenever a suf­ 
ficient num ber of children are found de­ 
siring these accomm odations. 
The case on both these points is clearly 
m ade out iu this instance. 
There rem ains 
only the duty of the Board of Education to 
provide the school. 
There is a m oral side 
to the question equally pressing; a side 
that deserves to be considered—w ithout bias 
of prejudice, and w ithout demagogism. It 
is the genius of our system to provide edu­ 
cation to our youth as an antidote for the 
evils springing abundant from ignorance 
and to fit tne individual for greater service- 
ablene3s to the State. 
There can be no ex­ 
ceptions thought of in the case of these 
Chinese children. 
They are here and in 
all iiklihood to stay, especially in view of 
th e Restriction * Act, ano to become a part 
of our body politic. Most of them are, in ­ 
deed, native born, and by that fact doubt­ 
less are citizens. 
Shall we be blind enough to refuse to pro­ 
tect ourselves from the sure issues of ignor­ 
ance in them , when they come asking the 
helpful influence of our com m on school 
system ? Shall we refuse our opportunity 
to m old them into useful m em bers of the 
com m unity, when it is ours, or turn them 
over to their own loose system of m orals 
and education, a system responsible for our 
already large crop of adult Chinese crim ­ 
inals? 
T his the more, since there are in the city 
conspicuous instances of the value of our 
A m erican education to Chinese, its power 
to lift them away from their traditions and 
associations, and to m ake them useful fac­ 
tors of society. 
The case ought not to need this arguing. 
Strip the question of prejudice and senti­ 
m ent—and it does not become the guard­ 
ians of our best heritage, 
our public 
schools, to indulge either of these—strip it 
of these, and it becomes a question of ex­ 
pediency m erely. 
The law gives 
Chi­ 
nese children, as 
well as others, the 
right to the schools, and prudence dictates 
their encouragem ent to avail themselves of 
them . 
It should be a question of how best 
to provide them their rightful school privi­ 
leges. 
No one would desire th at this 
should be done by com m ingling them free­ 
ly w ith the children of our hom es in our 
already established classes. This would be 
an unm ixed evil. 
W ho ot us that are 
parents would like to have to subm it to 
this m ixing of our children with Chinese 
boys, with their race’s habits and the filth 
of Chinatown upon them , even in the 
schools? It ought to be an occasion of grati 
tude w ith us that the law provides specifi­ 
cally for the alternative of a separate school, 
and that this separate school being provid­ 
ed, their right to entry to the other schools 
ceases, a right that exists before the estab­ 
lishm ent of this separate school. 
Our 
School Directors ought to be elad that this 
request for school accommodations for the 
Chinese children of the city is coming to 
them in the form of a respectful petition 
for a separate Chinese school, instead of as 
a m andam us to compel their entry into the 
schools already established. 
It is to be hoped th at this m atter will be 
treated seriously and wisely by our Board 
of Education, as it ought to' be' and doubt­ 
less will be, and that this m ost reasonable 
request will he granted.

THE LONDON EXHIBIT. 


SOUTHERN CALIFORNIA FAVORS 
A STATE EFFORT. 


D av id L u b in 's Id e a o f th e Im p o rt­ 
a n c e o f th e E x h ib it—A. G re a t 
C o m m ercial F u tu re . 


David Lubin returned on Saturday from 
th e southern part of the State, where he 
has been for the purpose of ascertaining if 
the people of that section desired to unite 
w ith those of Central and N orthern Cali­ 
fornia in an exhibition in London af the 
products and resources of the State of Cali­ 
fornia. 
H e reports that the proposition 
was enthusiastically received everywhere, 
and th at the project will have the warm 
and earnest support of all classes of people 
in the south. 
H e was m et by a representa­ 
tive of the R ecord-Usion yesterday, when 
the following conversation took p lace: 
“ W hat places did ycu visit, Mr. L ubin?” 
“ I was at m ost of the principal places in 
Southern C alifornia.' I went first to Los 
Angeles and laid the m atter before the 
business men of that city. I found at first 
th at there was a good deal of sectional feel­ 
ing, engendered principally by articles in 
the newspapers which, w hile written for 
the purpose of praising one section, have 
taken occasion to belittle others. One cause 
of com plaint, and one which was based on 
a m isunderstanding, was a m ap published 
in the R e c o r d - U h i o k some years ago on 
which certain portions of the southern 
country were designated “ barren hills.” 
It 
was explained to them that at the tim e the 
m ap was published these hills were unpro­ 
ductive and nothiDg had ever been planted 
upon them . 
They were laid down upon 
all the U nited States maps as “ barren hills,” 
and were practically so until the introduc- 
.tion of systems of irrigation. 
The reading 
m atter published with- the m ap stated dis­ 
tinctly that the lands in Southern Califor­ 
nia were found to be of wonderful produc­ 
tiveness when water was applied to them , 
and this has been proven since in m anv 
localities. 
Of course the people of bath 
sections have been to blame in this sec­ 
tional feeling, for those of the south have 
not been backward in intim ating that this 
was a country of snow and ice. 
B ut this 
feeling has largely died out and I believe 
we shall have no more of it from either 
side. 
“ W hen the m atter of a State exhibit was 
broached to those people and the im port­ 
ance of it explained to them they grasped 
it at once. They saw the possibilities for 
goodw hen the people of every county in 
the State should join together,'each m ak­ 
ing a suprem e effort for the good of the 
whole State and not for any sm all section 
or locality, thus showiDg the State of Cali­ 
fornia to the people of Europe a3 a great 
and m ighty com m onwealth. 
They agreed 
now and forever to lay aside al! sectional 
feeling and work in harm ony w ith us for 
this purpose, and it appears to m e that the 
people of the northern part of the State 
should do the same thing and that they 
should frown down any m an who would 
try to arouse any antagonistic feeling.” 
“Did you find this sam e feeling prevail­ 
ing in other places you visited ?” 
“There was one unanim ous, enthusiastic 
agreement among the people of the south 
everyw here to unite in this great effort.” 
“ Y our plan is to m ake an exhibition of 
California product in London. 
Italy has 
m ade a wonderful and unique exhibition 
there, which covered nearly tw enty acres of 
ground. T hat was made by the Italian na­ 
tion. was it n o t?” 
" Yes.” 
. 
“ And Italy is a nation of 26,000,000 of 
people ?" 
“ Yes.” 
“ Then how will it be possible for Cali­ 
fornia, which has but a little over a m illion 
people, to m ake an exhibition th at would 
compare favorable w ith 
that m ade bv 
Italy?” 
' 
“ It is true th at the Italian Exhibition 
was a grand affair—very grand. It is doubt­ 
ful if any other country in the world could 
produce its equal in kind, but I have no 
doubt that, notw ithstanding the costliness 
of the Italian Exhibition, ours would be 
more unique, and could be m ade more at­ 
tractive. and ou the whole create as great, if 
not a greater impression on the m inds of 
the people.'’ 
“ W hy?” 
“ The Italian Exhibition was composed 
of rare works of art. 
W hole rows oí costly 
pieces were exhibited which in n measure 
tended to confuse the beholder rather than 
to attract the m ind, while our exhibit, 
while not so costly, would he of a character 
to attract more attention. The idea is that 
it shall be of a double character—an inner 
and outer one. T he latter will illustrate 
the California of early days. There will be 
seen the various processes of gold m ining, 
from its prim itive placer m ining to bv- 
draulicking, and the latest improved 40- 
stam p quartz mill in full operation, show ­ 
ing m ining in all its various stages, down 
to the 
result 
in the 
gold brick and 
gold dust. 
Such 
an 
exhibition would 
not only be of interest to the aveÍBge 
Londoner, but it would be vistted by im ­ 
mense num bers of our own people" if it 
were to be made in this city. 
Early Cali­ 
fornia life will be illustrated, with the 
prairie-schooners and ox-team s, the cam p­ 
ing out, liap-jack m aking, the customs and 
habits of the Mexicans, the tru# peculiari­ 
ties, habits and mode of life of the native 
tribes of Indians. The w orderful scenic 
beauties ot the State will be shown by pic­ 
tures of the Yosem ite Valley, Cape H orn, 
and various other places. 
Now for the in ­ 
side of the exhibition. 
It m ay be taken 
for granted th at each of the fifty-two coun­ 
ties of the State will m ake a suprem e effort 
to m ake the exhibit a success and one 
worthy of this great State. 
Each county 
will probably furnish m ore than all of the 
counties showed in the last State Fair, and 
some individuals will m ake as good a show­ 
ing as any of the counties did at th at tim e. 
W hy? They will feel that this is the one 
great opportunity to show California to ad­ 
vantage, and they will not allow the exhi­ 
bition to be a m eager one for the lack of 
energy in getting it up. 
Im agine the re­ 
sult when all of the counties of the State 
have done their best in the way of furnish­ 
ing an exhibit. 
Of course it will include 
the best results of agriculture, horticulture. 
vi;ieulture, stock and poultry-raising, and 
a display of the m ineral and other resources 
of the State.” 
“ W hat is your idea of the benefit to the 
State of California to resalt from such an 
exhibition in a foreign country ?” 
“ The benefit would be incalculable. 
It 
would be the m eans of bringing in capital 
to develop the resources of the S ta te ; it 
would m ake a m arket for our products, 
especially for our fruits; it would impress 
upon the m inds of the people of London 
and ot England and the north of Europe 
the greatness of this State, in a m anner at 
once intelligible and ineffaceable, so that 
this State will be renowned as a field for 
em igration and for the investm ent of capi­ 
tal. 
The m ost im portant result of the ex­ 
hibition will be th at it will create a m arket 
for our fruit at the highest prices the world 
can afford to pay for it.” 
“ Some people claim th at it would be bet­ 
ter to expend your m oney and energy in 
bringing people here from the other States 
of the Union instead of going abroad w ith 
an exhibition.” 
“ I say no," emphatically declared Mr. 
Lubin. “ It is high time for honest men in 
this great State to stop the swindling and 
lying methods that have been adopted by 
almost every section of this State. We send 
popnlation-huntersout tobring people here, 
and when they arrive we squat them down 
on some piece of land for which we exact 
a high price and then leave them to their 
fate. True, these people raise large crops 
of grapes, fruit, almonds, olives, e tc , but 
are they successful? 
No. 
In most in­ 
stances they are disappointed ; and why ? 
Because the means of distributing their 
fruits are so defective. They cannot reach 
the markets of the world that can afford to 
pay the be;* prices. If anybody doubts the 
accuracy ot this statement, let him ask the 
vineyardists who have their year's crop of 
wine grapes in sacks, dried and unsold. 
Let him ask the orcbardists who are com­ 
pelled to sell their apricots to the grasping 
canners at whatever price the royal lords 
are willing to pay. h as this crop. then, no 
value? Yes; a great value—greater than 
aught else that can be taken from mother 
earth except gold and silver; but in order 
to make it possible to realize that value a 
market must be found for it, and means de­ 
vised for its proper distribution.” 
" Then your idea is that such an exbihi- 
tion as the one proposed wilt tend to crea- 
ate a market for oar products in London?” 
“ Not in London alone, but throughout 
Northern Europe.” 
"Can we hope to compete with Spain, 
where they pay twenty ceuts a day for 
labor, while we pay a dollar a Jay and 
board ? ” 
• 
“ S'.range and seemingly contradictorv as 
Ibis' statement may appear, we can success- 


J fully conipe e with the pauper labor of 
I Europe in the productions of the soil.” 
¡ 
“ How so'.” ' 
j 
“ W hile it is im pos-ible for us to com 
pete in articles o! m anufacture requiring 
' the m anipulation of hand labor, such as 
walking-sticks, gloves, embroidery, laces, 
pipes, etc., it should be understood and ap­ 
preciated that oar land products are placed 
on a different basis. 
W e m ust not forget 
that Europe has still fastened upon it the 
old feudal system. 
T he people ot Ireland 
are m aking a noble struggle to break the 
yoke, but those of ¡Spain, Italy, A ustria and 
Russia have given up the fight. 
Against 
this system of feudalism we have arrayed 
here a great comm onwealth of people liv­ 
ing under laws which perm it the greatest 
freedom for the ow nership of land in the 
cultivator him self. 
W ith us the owner of 
the land peys for his labor, his State and 
county taxes, his living expenses, and that 
is all that has to be added on to his box of 
raisins or can of fruit. 
How is it with the 
m en of Spain or Italy ? The lord owns the 
land. Then there is the agent of the lord who 
farm s out his possessions in sm all tracts 
of from one to live and possibly ten acres. 
The lord lets his land to this agent at as 
high a rate as it wiil stand and the agent 
pursues the sam e course with the sub­ 
renter. 
So far we have on the box of 
raisins the lord, the renter and the sub­ 
renter ; but this is not all. Spain has a 
navy alm ost as great as th at of Great 
B ritain, w ithout ludia to support it. 
The 
expense comes out of the box of raisins and 
the can of fruit. 
Spain has a standing 
arm y and the soldiers are fed out of the 
box of raisins and the can of fruit. Spain 
has an aristocracy—a 
greedy, grasping 
aristocracy—and they take their share out 
of the box of raisins and the can of frui". 
Spain has a King, and he is not bashiul, 
and he takes his pay out of the box of 
raisins and the can of fruit. 
Now compare 
the prices at which we can afford to sell 
our fruit with those which they are com­ 
pelled ;o charge. 
Some of our fruits have 
already been sold in London successfully 
and are now being sold there, but in a hap­ 
hazard, unsatisfactory way. 
M any of our 
canned goods reaching there are job lots, 
vicious, bad and vile. T his is brought 
about iu a great m easure by the canners 
refusing to pay the growers a profitable 
price while their fruit is in good, prim e 
condition. The result is disastrous to the 
canner and ruinous to the grower. 
Let 
this thing be reversed. Let us go to Europe, 
show them our products in their best cun- 
diiion, and we wili find no necessity of 
sending out poets to gather in the people. 
Let us find a profitable m arket for our 
goods and we will find that if we built a 
wall forty feet high around this great State 
im m igrants of a desirable class would come 
here and would m anage to find their way 
over the wall, even if we had no ladders 
there." 
“ Are there any other benefits that are 
likely to accrue from this proposed exhibi­ 
tion?” 
' 
“ Yes 
There are manifold benefits, some 
of which will tend to revolutionize the in­ 
dustrial and com m ercial interests of the 
State, and result in its speedy and perm a­ 
nent developm ent to a pitch of grandeur 
unattainable by any other section of the 
U nion.” 
“Can you point out any of these?” 
“ Yes. Chief am ong them would be the 
creation of a new factor for trade develop 
m ent in the organization of local Boards of 
Trade, Im provem ent Associations, Cham ­ 
bers of Commerce and 
other 
societies 
throughout every section 
of the State. 
These organizations would educate their 
mem bers in the laws of commerce, and 
men who now take little or no interest in 
such m atters would brighten up and soon 
become keen, active business m en. 
The 
commercial spirit would take hold of everv 
little com m unity and the m inds of men 
would be enlarged by the discussions that 
would arise. 
The Boards iu the district 
would com m unicate with the Boards in the 
county and the counties would have their 
com m unication with the State Board, and 
thus wouid be developed a centralized 
power for evolviDg thoughts and ideas f, r 
the advancem ent of industrial and com­ 
mercial interests. Such an organization 
would have a resistless power and would 
bring the State forward w ith giant strides 
to its destined position of perm anent pros­ 
perity and greatness. 
In this connection 
let m e say that the plan here outlined may 
not stop right here, but should continue to' 
grow in every State in the Union until 
there is created from among the various 
States a centralized power which should 
wield and shape the industrial and com ­ 
mercial progress of the Union, and through 
its connections make itself felt throughout 
the world. At the head of this vast organiza­ 
tion there shall be a man of the highest 
genius and talent, whose power will m ake 
him the commercial and industrial head of 
this m ighty nation, having at his comm and 
all these united forces, comm encing with 
the little local Boards and running through 
those of the county. State and Nation. 
Iis 
influence would be felt from the remotest 
corners of the Union to the centers of all 
the nations upon earth. 
T he Consular 
service, which at present is little calculated 
to foster the commercial and induslrial in­ 
terests of the country, m ight be made of 
some use. 
The head of the organization 
would be to commerce w hat Powderly is to 
labor, only infinitely greater and stronger. 
The idea is not a new one. 
It is in fact the 
very heart arid soul of the system in 
A ustria and the head and front of the 
great commercial and industrial m achinery 
of Austria. 
T hat country has for its nom ­ 
inal head an Emperor, bu t in reality the 
active man is one of his greatest s'atesm en 
and diplom atists. 
W hen A ustria desires to 
land plows in Guatem ala and take in re­ 
turn the products of Guatem ala to Italy or 
to her own country, the m anufacturer of 
the plows in A ustria has only to signify to 
the proper authority that he wishes' to 
place his wares there and they are placed 
and the goods taken in barter are also en­ 
gineered through to their places of desti­ 
nation and all tariffs and duties are gently 
pushed aside to enable him to do so. 
How 
is it with the m anufacturers and m erchants 
of the U nited States ? 
A t the present 
tim e their Consular service is but a costly 
and useless piece of m achinery, ending in 
the publication of reports which in the 
m ain are greatly sought for only by the 
jnnk dealer. 
Let California take the ini­ 
tial step in this m atter and she will be 
quickly followed by the other States of 
the Union until this great commercial and 
industrial union is formed—the grandest 
organization the world has ever seen, an 
organization th at will brush aside all ob­ 
stacles to the comm ercial and industrial 
greatness of this country; which will bring 
about a new era of prosperity and place 
this country in the proudest position ever 
attained by any nation upon earth."

l>«atfiT llattle Betw een Uhtnese H igh­ 
binders In Portland. 
PortrLAND. December 2d.—At 1 o’clock 
this afternoon a bloody tragedy was en­ 
acted at the corner of Second and Alder 
streets. W ithout a word of warning loud 
reports of pistols disturbed the Sabbath air, 
and for fully five minutes a deadly fust- 
lade was kept up. Between forty and fifty 
shots were fired. When the firing ceased 
four Mongolians were found lying on the 
sidewalk and in the gutter. Twenty or 
thirty were engaged in the row, and it is 
thought that several more were wounded 
and are secreted in Chinatown by their 
countrymen. 
The writer saw the battle from a window 
in the Dnili/ News office. The shots seemed 
to come from buildings and balconies and 
front men on the sidewalks and in the 
middle of the street. It was 
A VERITABLE CARNIVAL OF DEATH. 
In one place four Chinese were engaged 
in a life-and-death a trágale. It seemed to 
be two against two. Shot after shot was 
fired at short range, and finally two came 
so close that they clinched and rolled in the 
gutter. The two others danced around the 
prostrate men aud poured lead into them at 
short range, using self-cocking revolvers. 
One of the prostrate men got np and stag­ 
gered oil. The other staggered to his feet 
and fired a shot at the retreating fieure.and 
then fell. With infinite pluck he raised 
himself to his feet again, though apparently 
mortally hurt, and 
BLAZED AWAY AGAIN. 
He fell, and one of his adversaries, who had 
retreated, ran up close and fired a bullet at 
him and also struck him twice with au iron 
bar. This seemed to weaken him. but as 
he lay on the ground he kept shooting til! 
his pistol was empty. 
THE POLICE RUSHED IN 
Upon the scene, when the firing ceased 
suddenly and the participants who were 
not wounded fled in various directions. 
One of the chief participants, who still 
held a smoking pistol in his hand, ran 
up Second street. Coroner De Linn at 
tempted to arrest him, but the red-handed 
murderer threatened the Coroner with his 
pistol and shot up the stairs like a rocket. 
A pistol and knife, evidently thrown away 
by this highbinder, were found afterwards 
in the building. 
THE CITY EXCITED. 
Fonr Chinamen, all apparently fatally 
wounded, were carried to the city jail. An 
immense crowd gathered, and the greatest 
excitement prevailed. The streets in the 
vicinity were blocked with excited Cau- 
casions and Mongolians. The gutters ran 
with blood, and the sidewalks were spotted 
and slippery with the gory fluid. 
THE BATTLE-SCARRED VICTIMS. 
Yin Long was shot three times—in the 
right ear, in the left arm and back. He 
says he was shot by Pong Yong. Wong 
Tong was sho: in the abdomen, the hand 
and groin. He did not know by whom. 
Mon Bing received a bullet in the groin, 
and stated that he was shot by Wong Sing. 
Ke died in an hour and a half after reach­ 
ing the police station. 
Ah Sn was the man who made such a 
game fight. The back of his head was ter­ 
ribly lacoraeed. There were bullet-wounds 
in his abdomen, ankle, and right hand. 
He claimed Um Ah Chung and another 
Mongo' shot him. 
Pon Long, who is a Chinese merchant 
and lawyer, and is married to a white 
woman, was brought before Yin Long, 
who declared that Pon Long was the man 
who shot him. 
During the afternoon the police arrested 
six men suspected of having paiticipated 
in the row. The wounded men did not 
recognize any of them as their assailants, 
except Pon Long. 
By order of Mayor Desasbuiutt a posse of 
officers was placed at Chinatown to prevent 
another outbreak, which it was feared 
would take place during the night. At 9 
o’clock to-night a fifth wounded Chinese 
was discovered. He was heard groaning 
under the stage of ihe Chinese theater. He 
gave the name of Lup Yick. He was shot 
at the base of the spine, and will die. 
Another ol the wounded men died to 
night. Two of the remaining three may 
live, but the other one will probably 
die before morning. Tiie row was the out­ 
growth of an old feud bttween the Bow 
Leong Tong and II* pJTong Societies. 


A JIjAlery of the Com stock—lito tes of a 
V etera n Jo u rn a lis t. 
Virginia CitY, December 2d.—A human 
skeleton was resurrected by some miners 
while performing the annual holding work 
on the Montgomery claim, an unpatented 
mining location on Cedar Hill. The skele­ 
ton was discovered in an excavation inside 
of the tunnel. Several broken teeth in the 
jaw of the skull would indicate a homicide. 
The moldered condition of the bones is 
evidence that the remains had been buried 
many years. 
General C. A. V. Putnum, one of the old­ 
est compositors and journalists on the Pa­ 
cific slope, is lying at the point of death at 
his residence here. He is an able political 
writer, and edited the Territorial Enterprise 
for several years. He served one term as 
Nevada’s State Printer. He is a lineal de­ 
scendant of General Israel Putnam, of Rev­ 
olutionary fame.____
